his death last March. Katherman, 
who was serving his second term 
as Collector, died suddenly in a 
Kansas City hotel while on a busi- 
ness trip. 

The discrepancy reported by 
Hackmann and examiners consists 
largely of items of taxes paid by 
Johnson County property owners, 
but which were still carried on 
Katherman’'s books as delinquent 
taxes. The discrepancy may prove 
larger, the report stated, as other 
taxes now carried as delinquent 
may have been paid. Some of the 
receipt stubs are missing from the 
office, it was stated, and the ex- 
aminers did not have time to 
make veriffeations of each of the 
individual delinquent accounts. 

Based on the records found, 
Hackmann’s report stated, Kath- 
erman collected and should have 
turned over to the County Treas- 
urer a total of $2,001,388.68 for 
the period March 1, 1919, to March 
15, 1924. The books show that he 
actually turned over $1,983,182.538. 

The audit has been presented to 
the Johnson County Court, which 
has not indicated whether it will 
proceed against Katherman’s bond.

GERMAN AND FRENCH 

PREMIERS EXCHANGE 

CALLS OF COURTESY

LONDON, Aug. 8. 

STEP toward the establish-

exchanged courtesy calls. In- 
significant as this exchange 
might seem, the fact that it 
was made is considered as indi- 
cating decided progress toward 
that better spirit which it is 
hoped the Dawes plan will pro- 
mote. 

Chancellor Marx and Foreign 
Minister Stresemann first went 
to the French delegation’s hotel, 
where they were received by 
Premier Herriot. The Germans 
then returned to their hotel 
and presently their call was re- 
turned by M. Herriot, who re- 
mained with them for half ar 
hour. It may be assumed that 
matters of the utmost impor- 
tance were discussed at these 
meetings. 

Some diplomatic authorities 
here say this is the first meet- 
ing of French and German 
Prime Ministers since the war

BYONDON, Aug. 8.—Despite the 


rapid progress being made towa:d 
an agreement with the Germans, 
the international conference to ar- 
range for putting the Dawes repa- 
ration plan into effect is not likelv 
to end before the middle of next 
week, it was stated by a British 
spokesman today. Prime Minister 
MacDonald has given up hope of 
getting further away from Down- 
ing street than his nearby official 
country residence at Chequers 
Court during the week-end. 

The conference experts, includ- 
ing the Germans, got to work eariy 
today. One group met at 9:30 
o’clock and another group an hor 
later to continue the task of ex- 
plaining the results of the allies’ 
labors during their preliminary 
conference here to the German rep- 
resentatives and of harmonizing 
the German views with the allied 
program for launching the Dawes 
plan. 

It was decided to call a session 
of the “big fourteen,” the leaders 
of the allied and German delega- 
ticns, at 2:30 o'clock this after- 
noon.

speech. Medicine in the future 
must change its strategy: instead 
of awaiting attack, it must assume 
the defensive, the médical man of 
the future must examine people 
when they are apparently well, 
and not wait until disease is in 
evidence, the speaker argued. 

Sir David showed how medicine 
changed its outlook after the 
memorable researches of Louis 
Pasteur; how diseases have suc- 
cumbed to the onslaught of scien- 
tific research, and have been con- 
quered, one by one; how the recent 
war, while giving a setback to many 
branches of investigation, provided 
a stimulus along other lines which 
resulted in a complete understand- 
ing of certain troublesome dis- 
eases, and the providing of knowl- 
edge which would not have been 
obtained in many years under 
normal conditions; and finally, he 
drew attention to the enormous toll 
which disease still exacts in dimin- 
ished human efficiency and short- 
ered human lives, showing how ig- 
norance and indifference are in a 
large measure responsible for this 
economic loss, and prophesying 
that with redoubled efforts, science 
will eventually eliminate this waste. 


A Public Duty. 


Drawing attention to the preva- 
lence of disease in civilized coun- 
tries, the speaker said: “The medi- 
cal practitioner of the future must 
frequently examine people while 
they are apparently well, in order 
to detect any incipient departure 
from the normal, and to teach and 
urge modes of living conformable 
to the laws of personal health, and 
the public health authorities must 
see to it that environment is in 
accordance with scientific teaching. 

“It may be a long time before 
the change is widely accepted, but 
already enormous advances have 
been effected. 

“It is one of the first duties of 
those in power to see that their 
people have, in addition to houses 
with plenty of light and air, a good 
water supply and a good drainage 
system, and money cangot be 
spent to better advantage than ina 
the attainment of these three es- 
sentials to health.” 

The speaker then described the 
successful measures taken during

“Tuberculosis, however, appears

The question whether white and 
colored races can associate prof- 
itably was among those raised by 
Pref. J. W. Gregory of Glasgow 
University, in his address. 

An Insolubic Problem. 

The. white race, the speaker 
pointed out, governs eight ninths of 
the habitable land of the globe, and 
its responsibility is becoming an 
almost dangerous burden. This 
because the colored races are in- 
creasing in numbers more rapidly 
than the whites, and the personal 
authority which the white man 
held at the end of the last century 
has suffered a momentous decline. 

Considering next inter-racial re- 
lations, Dr. Gregory suggested that 
in countries where white and col- 
ored races lived side by side, four 
policies might be followed: (1) 
Amalgamation by inter-marriag?. 
(2) Co-residence with complete 
social separation. (3) Disfranchise- 
ment of the colored population or, 
(4) the segregation of the differ- 
ent races in separate countries in 
communities. 

The policy of co-residence with 
social separation is on its trial at 
the present day in the United 
States. There, in spite of all ef- 
forts to promote good feeling and 
co-operation between the two races. 
the negro question remains an 
apparent insoluble problem. To 
cope with this situation, Dr. Greg- 
ory said that three drastic pro- 
posals have been put forward, dis- 
franchisement of the negro popu- 
lation, exile, and segregation, all of 
which proposals he proceetied to 
rule out of court. In conclusion 
Prof. Gregory said: “The policy 
| of co-residence with racial integri- 
‘ty has failed to secure harmonious 
| progress in North America 
South Africa. The development of 
the best qualities of these races re- 
quires their separate existence as 
a whole, with opportunities for in- 
dividual association and co-opera- 
tion. In view of the inter-racial 
difficulties that have developed 
wherever the races are intermin- 
gied, Australia will throw away 
'a unique opportunity if it falls to 
make a patient effort to secure the 
whole continent as the home of 
the white race.” 

The British Race. 

How has the British race devel- 
oped physically as the ages have 
come and gone? What do the rec- 
ords show? These are. questions 
that Dr. Shrubsall, president of the 
Anthropological Section of the as- 
sociation dealt with in his presi- 
dential address.

Value of Psychology. . 
Psychology is rapidly -becomihg 
recognized both as an important 
science and a dominant factor In 
all phases of modern life, acoord- 


ing to William McDougall, profes- 
sor of psychology at Harvard Uni- 
versity, who delivered an address 
as the president of the special sec- 
tion in psychology. “The greatest 


courage to take a wider view of 
the meaning of science. If the pay- 
chologist finds that character, will, 
desire. purpose and the like are 
quantities which can be studied, he 
must make his science conform to 
these facts and not abandon them 
because they are not recognized in 
physics or chemistry.” 

Prof. McDougall appealed for 
fuller recognition of. “purposive 
striving,”’ not only because without 
it, the problems of personal de- 
velopment, social life and indus- 
trial organization can hever be 
given a distinct or adequate 
planation. 

“Purposive Striving.” ; 

“The life of man,” the speaker 
said, “from birth to death is one 
long series of purposive strivings. 
Sometimes,'as when he plane his 


career and sets out to build up a 
home and a family, his goal is re- 
mote and somewhat vague, defined 
in his mind in general terms only. 
Sometimes ft is precisely and ex- 
actly defined, as when he goes to 
eat his favorite dinner at his fa- 
vorite table in his ciyb. 

“Yet, this striving is always one 
aspect of his waking life. And even 
in his dreams, the atriving goes on. 
bringing what strange and partial 
satisfactions it may, to the buried. 
thwarted and denied tendencies of 
his nature. 

“It may be that eventually men 
of science Will agree that there are 
in the universe two ultimately dif- 
ferent kinds of process, the mech- 
anistic and the purposive, the 
strictly determined arid the crea- 
tive, the physical and the mental.” 

“Rut,” Prof. McDougall  eon- 
cluded, “if I attempt to guess at 
the future development of science, 
I incline to follow the lead of the 
most powerful intellects of all 
ages, and to predict that, if a res- 
olution of the two types of process 
into one shall ever be achieved.

BEER BOTTLE BARRAGE FELLS 
DRY AGENTS IN ILLINOIS RAID 


Several Severely Cut in East Weno- 
na—Jobless Miners Angered by 
Interruption of Celebration.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8.—Several Fed- 


eral prohibition agenté, 
Maj.

Drawing pistols, the Federal agents 
lined up the occupants of the place 


while they proceeded to gather up 

the evidence and make arrests. 
The agents made 19 arrests and 

deposited in the East Wenona jail 


the largest assortment of wet goods 
seized in a single series of raids in 
this territory outside Chicago.
